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DETAILED ACTION 



1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application 
by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1 ), (2), and (4) of section 371 (c) of this 
title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act 
of 1999 (AIPA) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical 
Amendments Act of 2002 do not apply when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting 
directly or indirectly from an international application filed before November 29, 2000. 
Therefore, the prior art date of the reference is determined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior 
to the amendment by the AIPA (pre-AlPA 35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

2. Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Mitchell 
et al(5,987,614). 

Mitchell et al disclose a distributed power management system and method for 
computer comprising a host(40) and a plurality of subsystems(51a-51 n) wherein each 
subsystem monitors a state of coupling with the host device(40)(column6 f lines 7-21). 
Note, the subsystems may be any kind of I/O devices such as a display device which 
can display an image in accordance with an image signal which is output from the host 
device(column 6, lines 59-67). 

As to claims 2, 4-5, 11-12 and 20, Mitchell et al also disclose that a subsystem 
monitors the state of coupling with the host device based on a supply voltage level, a 
data-enable signal or a data transfer clock signal which is output from the host device 
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and it signifies an off state of the host device with respect to the subsystem(column 6, 
lines 7-21; column 7, lines 38-67; column 8, lines 1-19 and lines 54-65; column 10, lines 
1-9). 

In claims 6-7, regarding the limitation "the state of coupling is constantly is 
monitored", such is also taught by Mitchell et al(column 7, lines 38-54). 

In regard to claims 8-9, relative to the limitation "state of coupling is monitored 
during a period which is set by means of a tinner", such is also shown to be old by 
Mitchell et al(see figure 1 , 23) and column 2, lines 26-44). 

As to claims 13-18, Mitchell et al also teach that when the coupling with the host 
device is cancelled each subsystem device independently administers its power 
management based on a prescribed setting(column 1, lines 51-67; column 2, lines 1-6 
and column 7, lines 1-6). 

As to claim 19, Mitchell et al also teach the concept of using an LCD as a display 
device. 

3. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-18 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
